Signed With 
Subdivider 


Wait Approval of 
Whole Program 


| Ontario’s sewage problems 
were several steps nearer to 

a complete solution today af- 
ter being aired thoroughly by 
the Ontario city council last 
night with 30 petitioners pres- 
ent at the meeting. 

First agreement with a sub- 
divider on terms of sewer in- 
stallation under the recently 
enacted Ontario city ordin- 
|ance, which requires sewers 
for all new subdivisions, was 
|reached by the council with 
E. O. Lee regarding his sub- 
| division on I street and San 
| Antonio avenue. 

Under the agreement, the city 
will pay $2000 of the $5500 cost 
| for building the trunk line from 
I street to the main line near A 
| Street, and Mr. Lee will pay the 
remaining $3000. Those connect- 
ing to this line in the future will 
; be charged the regular connect- 
‘ing rate, with Mr. Lee receiving 
| two-thirds of the fees until his 
investment is repaid. 

Councilman Oregon Smith, wha 
| opposed the ordinance when it 
Was passed two weeks ago, cast 
the only negative vote on the ac- 
ceptance of this agreement. He 
| Said that money should not be 
spent for sewers along San An- 
tonio avenue when other more de- 
veloped areas are in need of sewer 
| construction. 

“Any district in Ontario may 
have sewers if they request them,” 
. Mayor Roy Boles asserted, “and 
at present, no other group has put 
in a request for sewers which we 
have not fulfilled.” 

Construction of a complete 
sewer system throughout the city 
‘and of a disposal plant is being 
held up until the «tate approves 
the program and agrees to pay 
half the cost, City Manager Har- 
i old Martin reminded the council. 

The troublesome question of 
whether or not property owners 
adjacent to sewers constructed 
with WPA and CWA funds would 

be allowed.te make the connection 
at the old rate of $35 nearly 
reached a settlement last night. 

A resolution to that effect, in- 
troduced by Councilman Smith at 
the last meeting which died for 
the want of a second, was rein- 
, troduced and seconded by Coun- 
cilman Miller Dietz. Claiming that 
the city raised the rate to $7 
without notice to those property 
holders, Councilman Dietz. said 
that to be fair, those people should 
{be given a period of 60 or 90 days 
in which to connect to the sewers 
at the old rate, and that those who 
had already paid the fee 
should be refunded $40. 

Charging that it would “wreck 
the city’s sewer program” to 
make the refunds, Councilman C. 
E. McQuatters opposed the reso- 
lution along with Mayor Boles 
who contended that if refunds 
were to be made to that group, 
they should also be made to those 
who connected to city-built sew- 
ers which carried a connecting’ 
charge of $1 previous to the 
equalization ordinance of last De- 
cember.

Clay flew to Frankfurt from 
Berlin for a meeting of the Brit- 
ish, French and U. S. military 
governors with German officials 
to discuss plans for forming a 
new German government in the 
three western zones. 

Morning newspapers in Mos- 
| cow said the decision to supply 
food for Berlin was taken by the 
Soviet council of ministers acting 
on the request of the Soviet mili- 

tary administration in Germany. 
‘ Russian-controlled newspapers 
in Berlin again attempted to dis- 
credit the American-British air 
lift which is supplying the block- 
aded western sectors of the city 
with cargoes flown from western 
Germany. 

“The air bridge is without 
avail....all Berliners can buy their 
rations in the Soviet sector in the 


future,” the communist press 
said.
